Un this part uf China wealth is always 
reckoned in land, and the first question ure 
tu be asked about anyone's circamstances 
is: How much Innd ‘docs he cultivate ? 
There aro in cvery village some families 
without any Inad whatever, These are 
_survivals of ‘better days,’ and they are 
obliged to ‘muddle along’ in the leat way 
they cun hy doing odd jobs for others, 


ot by piecing out a hare existence by 


i means of 4 very, small trade in some- 


thing eatable, such as bean-curd, various 
kinds of wheat cakes, baked, roasted or 
steamed, as the caso may be. Many fami- 
licg own’ only. ten Chinese acres in all, 
niuch lwss than’ two English acres, and 
barely cnougli to support two persona, and 
far less than enough to furnish them with 
tha necessary fuel—a imost important item 
everywhere in North China, A family that, 
hay thirty or forty sere, is called fairly 
well off, though there is as much dif- 
ference in lond as in peuple, and many 
farms of this sizo produce very small 
crops. If tho family has eighty or an hon- 
dred acres, it is: the envy of the whole 
village, In fact the man who cultivates an 
hundred or more ‘mon’ is called a * village 
tich oman,’ though he my \ Weir coarse 
clothes, live on the suine poor food'as his 
neighbours, and never show inany’ outward 
wag that heiz-better off thon they. But if 
he has more than two hundred. acres, it is 
imposible not to regard bim as ‘a crane 
among chickens,’ or ‘a ‘canfel amid sheep.’
